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This  Bibliography  records  the  contribution  to  scholarship  of 
the  researches  in  the  African  field  that,  beginning  in  the  1930's, 
took  formal  shape  with  the  establishment  at  Northwestern  University 
of  its  Program  of  African  Studies.  It  reflects  the  philosophy  of 
the  Program,  that  its  essential  reason  for  being  is  to  train  experts 
in  the  relevant  disciplines  who,  through  their  investigations,  will 
extend  the  boundaries  of  our  knowledge  about  Africa,  and  as  members 
of  University  faculties,  spread  accurate  knowledge  about  Africa  to 
students  pursuing  higher  education. 

The  work  represented  in  these  publications  has  been  made  possible 
by  grants  from  many  sources.  They  include  the  Carnegie  Corporation 
of  New  York,  the  Ford  Foundation,  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
the  Social  Science  Research  Council  and  the  American  Council  of 
Learned  Societies,  the  Fulbright  Program,  the  Belgian-American  Found¬ 
ation,  the  Wenner-Gren  Foundation,  and  the  Penrose  Fund  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Philosophical  Society.
